MORSE LEAVES-NEW YORK. 


Makes Bitter Statement of Injustice 


of Sentence. 


New York. Jan. 3.—With a. supremo 


effort to be cheerful, but with emotion 
occasionally getting'the better of him 
Charles W. Morse left New York yes- 
terday to begin sen-ing a fifteen-year 
sentence in Ihe.federal prison at At- 
Innta, Ga.. imposed upon him for vio- 
lation of the national banking laws. 


Before leaving the Tombs, where he 


had been confined tor-the greater par 
of tlie last, year, Morse received 
his 


wife and two sons and then the news- 
paper men. He was too much affected 
to say anything, but he handed out a 
carefully prepared statement of com. 
ment on his case. The general under 
standing was that his wife was to ac 
company him south, hut' it could no 
be ascertained whether she was on th 
same train with him. 


Morse left Jersey City at 10:45 a. m

Graphically 
the story c£ his life was told, its de- 
scent step by step, until it culminat- 
ed in the destruction of his family, 
the death of his wife a.nd the utter 
ruin of all his hopes and prospects. 


This was not what Lot counted on 


when he turned towards Sodom. But 
his story "is' tho dark and mournful 
tragedy of many a. life. Jlen permit 
themselves to deviate A .little from 
the right path. They ha.v<j no thought, 
of moral disaster, hut swiftly ami in- 
evitably it com«s. The preacher marie 
a stirrine appeal for honesty In busi- 
ness. "It is a Rood thing t» lo^k upon 
a great man. F.r great enough to put. 
the trlory of character above th" strife 
a.n<l profit? of busies?." 
v Hft warned Christians against drift- 


ing away. 
Lot was never happy in 


Sodom.

was 
haunted 
by the 


memory o£ better things. "It is possi- 
ble for a. man to be a backslider. 
It 


is never possible for a backslider to 
bo happy."

ADVANTAGES OF BEE KEEPING 


Are Many to the Fruit Grower, 


As Their Activity Insures 


Fertilization of Blossoms 


. . 
and Flowers 


Beekeeping is a valuable aid In the 


cultivation of fruit and seed crops, lii- 
eeets which feed on nectar play an im- 
portant part in the fertilization of flow- 
ers. Fertilization is effected in other 
ways, butfthe. agency of insects is the 
more, certain and efficacious, and no 
other inse'ct is comparable with the 
honey bee in this respect. A strong 
hive contains; 10.000 bees in February 
15.00» in March. 40,000 in April, and 
from 60.000 to 80,000 In May. It has 
been discovered by skillful"observers 
that the average load of nectar carried 
to the hive by a. bee is about 3-10 of 
a grain, so that the collection of one 
pound of nectar requires nearly 23,000 
foraging excursions. 
By means of 


hives set on balances it has been found 
that the daily increase of weight in 
May averages 3.3 pounds. Occasional- 
ly more than 11 pounds is gained In 
one day, and when the amount con- 
sumed by the bees and the loss of 
weight by evaporatidn are considered, 
it appears probable that the average 
daily quantity of nectar collecled is 
not less than 11 pounds, which would 
load 250,000 bees. As a bee visits ten 
flowers on the average in collecting a 
single load some 2,500,000 flowers are 
visited In one day by the bees of a 
single hive. .An additional large num- 
ber of visits is required for the col- 
lection of pi.lien. These figures explain 
why many trees and plants bear smal 
crops in the absence of bees.

My experience shows that 
small 


amounts of cottonseed meal can bo Jed 
with perfect safety to sheep. Of course 
It is inadvisable to feed a heavy grain 
ration of any kind just before parturi- 
ion or Immediately afterward.

n limited quantities to sheep. 


A small handful for each individual 
fter they are accustomed to it is suf- 
icient; it adds protein, to the ration 
nd certain constituents that are de- 
irable for sheep to have for wool is 
n Indirect product largely of protein 
oods.

Pure cottonseed meal -contains from 
3 to 46. per cent of total protein, of 
vhich about 37 per cent is digestible, 
and at $30 rer ton is the cheapest con- 
centrate containing protein that can 
be bought by the American farmer. 


Cottonseed meal is fed in limited 


amounts by sheep feeders throughout 
the south and middle west with much 
success and safety. It is cheaper than 
wheat bran at $33-per ton, which only 
contains about 12 per-cent of digesti- 
ble protein. 


Sheep that have a good range where 


there, is a fair amount of roughness 
to pick iip arid: twigs and small bushes 
to eat do not need much supplemental 
grain except during-dry periods. 


There is no better feed for them than 


a small amount of oats, middlings and 
cottonseed meal, say from one-half to 
one pound per day. For rough fodders 
give .them corn cut green.—James K. 
StiUvell, Texas.

• The fuct that iurkcys will from the 
time that they arc 6 weeks old till 
winter sets in gain the greater part of 
their living from bugs;, grasshoppers 
and waste grain that they pick up in 
their wanderings over tho fangc as- 
sures their existence through this pe- 
riod at little or no cost to tho grower. 


They may .be termed self-sustaining 


foragers where they have 
sufficient 


range. 


Tho chance for profit in the produc- 


'tton of turkeys is gradually improving 
as a result of a more general use of 
the flesh. 


They are now used not only for 


roasting, but to an increasing extent as 
cold cuts for sandwiches and for sal- 
ads, and a large number of poults are 
Used -for broilers. 


Lato hatched poults do well for this 


purpose, :uitl, while they cannot 
Ijo 


much opportunity for growing poults 
to maturity when they arc hatched late 
la the season, they may be sold for 
broilers at. a good profit. 


No dish is more valued in our large 


cities a,t the present time than broiled 
poults. 


Turkeys that are hatched early in 


the spring would grow to -weigh from 
14 to 20 pounds by Thanksgiving week. 


These weights arc often exceeded by 


the best growers, but as they arc the 
most popular and the most readily pro- 
duced, they are suggested as the most 
advisable. 


Tho average yield of turkey hens is 


from eighteen to thirty eggs, each of 
whicli tan usually bo counted on to 
produce a living poult. 


The question of profit from keeping 


turkeys simply resolves itself into the 
ability o£ tho owner to bring them to 
a marketable size. 


This can readily bo done it caro and 


attention bo. given to all the require- 
ments of success. 


Six standard varieties arc more, or 


less grown in this country, viz., Bronze, 
Narragansctt, Buff, Slate, White and 
Black. 


Tho main differences arc In size and 


color of plumage. The Bronze and the 
Narragansett are the largest, the Buff 
and Slate are. tho, medium and the 
Black and "White the smallest. 


Of late so much improvement in size 


has been made In the Whites that they 
have moved up to contend for third 
position, some of them having passed 
the 30-pound mark. 


The same statement may soon be 


made of the Blacks, as they 
have 


greatly improved during tho past few 
years. 


In addition to the foregoing there is 


a non-standard variety known as the 
Bourbon Reds. They.might.well claim 
the position now held' by the Buff tur- 
keys, being fiuitc like them and more 
largely grown for market than are ths 
Buffs.

BREAKING COWS OF SELF-SUCKING 


Here .is a-pure and 'simple way to 


keep, a cow from sucking herself: Get 
a hollow perforated bit. put it iu her 
mouth with a strap o£ proper lengtl.1 to 
pass? from one end of the bit behind 
the horns or pole in front of the ears 
and fasten it to the other end of the 
bit. If tho bit cannot be procured, a 
piece of No. 11 smooth wire, loosely 
twisted, wire 
doubled, will answer. 


The theory is this: the wind passing 
through the bit of -wire keeps the cow 
from drawing any milk. She can cat 
and drink waler all right 
bo not 


have the strap too tlglit, or the., cow's 
mouth will get sore. Especially if wire 
is used.—J. C. Dchlson, Oklahoma.

GAPES AND THEIR CURE 


Gapes in chickens is due to the pres- 


sure of a small . round worm in the 
windpipe, usually attached to the mu- 
cous membrane from which they ob- 
tain nourishment. If caro is taken to 
detect and remove the first case of 
gapes as soon as it is discovered there 
is little danger of its spread. 
Thor- 


oughly clean and disinfect the poultry 
quarters. 


To remove the worms from the trachea 


use .1 feather, stripping the vane til 
only a. small tip remains.at the end. Bj 
inserting it, wet with kerosene or tur- 
pentine, into the chick's trachea when 
it breathes, if carefully given a few 
turns, it will loosen the worms and 
then they can be removed. 


After u little experience this csn 


be clone easily. Destroy all the worms 
After the treatment the chicks should 
be isolated until all danger is passed.

TOLL HOGS;. DO NOT DRIVE 


Hogs when they arc inclined to be 


contrary are about Ihe most difficult, 
rinimals to manage when 
changing 


rom one place to another. Especially 
s this tho case when we undertake to 
drive them; they will huddle up and 
'urn their heads outward and refuse 
x> go without trouble. 


Gentle hogs that are used to being 


fed regularly will usually follow 
person carrying a bucket, but some- 
times this plan fails and then some 
other plan must be followed. I have 
often used a large car of corn with a 
strong string two or three feet long 
tied to the end of a pole five or six 
feet long. 
- 
-^ 


The corn is dragged along on the 


ground and hogs will forget everything 
else and follow the corn, grabbing at 
it. When the hogs get too close the 
corn can be raised out of their reach 
or else jerked from them. 


This is the best decoy that I have 


ever tried for hogs and beats driving 
them or running them with dogs.—A 
J. L. 


STOPPAGE AT THE POINT OF TEAT 


A very common trouble iu the ordi- 


nary dairy is to find an animal with 
the point of the teat closed, cither 
due to a bruise of the teat itself or to 
infection of the milk duct, which causes 
a little scab to.form over the point of 
the leal, and unless this is properly 
handled with care and cleanliness the 
infection is apt u> cause a loss of the 
cnlire quarter. 


The proper manner in which to han- 


dle and Ireal such cases is to thor- 
oughly wash the tent in an antiseptic 
solulion, then clip o teal plug into a 
healing ointment and insert it into the 
point of the teat, allowing same to re- 
main from one milking to another. In 
this manner closure of tho points of 
the teats can bo overcome in a very 
simple and satisfactory way.

VENTILATING. HOGHOUSES 


A great many farmers—and some of 


them pretty good farmers, too—do not- 
believe that ventilated hoghouses are 
necessary. 
Any kind of a building or 


pen is good enough for a hog. Whal 
has ventilation to do with a hog's 
growth and health? Here is a lesson 
in hoghouse air that answers Ihc-ques- 
tion. 
At the Cook county poor farm 


near Chicago one of the hoghouses on 
one side has window' sides the whole 
length of it, and.the hinged ventilation 
board a foot wide above the windows. 
The other house has no glass and is 
poorly ventilated.' In this the hogs.be- 
.came overheated and then went out in 
the cold and about thirty died from 
pneumonia and tuberculosis. The liogs 
in the other house ran in and out of 
their quarters in exactly the same way 
yet only one hog died from any cause' 
Here is a practical lesson that cost 
over $200. 
It is barely possible that 


when you come to think it over it may 
dawn upon you that the cause of the 
death of some of your own hogs was 
due to poisoned air, 


HENS SHAKE~A JEN EGG RECORD 


When Jam«s Dryden was in charge 


L-r the poultry department of the Utah 
experiment-station he photographed a 
lot of liens and asked about a dozen 
men who were presumably experts to 
look the photographs over and soiet-t 
the best layers, giving their reasons for 
making the selections. 


Then he trap-nested those lions for 


a long time and eompjsrcd the records 
with the selections, hnd out of a de- 
sire to protect the experts declined to 
publish the figures in connection with 
the names. 


The writer hereof was one of the 


alleged experts, and he selected just 
halt of the good layers, and also se- 
lected some of the' poorest as being 
good ones. The only consolation T ever 
got out of the private report was that 
my selections were as good as those 


Supply plenty of dry bedding and 


keep the ducks shut in the enclosure 
until about 8 o'clock ,in the morning. 


A small pen can be built adjoining 


their regular roosting quarters, where 
they can be ffd and watered and kept 
unmolested until time to let them out. 


It is a good plan to feed early of

It is best to feed the breeders bulky 


stuff—vegetables, cut fodder and clover. 


They love to saw into cabbages, and 


this vegetable is a. cheap and excellent 
feed for either ducks or chicks. 


Meat must be given in some form; 


they arc more ravenous for meat than 
lire hens. 


Cracklings mixed in the morning 


mash are good in cold weather, but 
ea.n meat or mealmeal is preferable as 
a regular diet. 
\ 


BEWARE OF ROTTEN ENSILAGE 


Damsged ensilago is almost gure 


death lo horses. It is not the custom 
to feed ensilage to horses, but it it it 
sound and sweet it will do no harm. 


Ensilage that is slightly damageC 


generally is eaten by cattle with no 
harm, although it should not be given 
them. Rotten ensilage should be Icept 
out of the way of all animals, and if 
horses arc allowed to eat it there is 
almost certain deatli to follow. 


When ensilage is soft and slushy and 


looks and smells "dead" it ought to bt 
put out of sight and reach of both cat* 
tie and horses.
